- The years are treating Arkansas 
well. 
_ Yesterday I made a trip through 
Nashville to DeQueen, and back 
home by way of Texarkana — a 
circuit of 148. miles, and it was 
100 per cent paved. As a matter 


V of fact, it was a 
better 
road 


through all that rural region than 
our own U. S. 67 is today. 


.All this is slow progress built up 


over many years — but in the end 
it is nice to see. 


I got out of the University of 


Missouri April 25, 1923, and landed 
at El Dorado, Ark., the next day. 
Do you know what the picture 
was then? I doubt if many Hemp- 
stead county people do, for even 


^- back yonder you had some gravel 
roads here. 


But in 1923 El Dorado was a town 


absolutely isolated in wet weather. 
The town wasn't paved, except for 
the streets around the courthouse 
square — and there wasn't a foot of 
gravel road in Union county. You 
were cut off from Magnolia, Cam- 
den, Shreveport, Little Rock. The 
only transport between ElDorado 
and Smackover, 13 miles away, 


^ in wet weather, was a daily shuttle 
ff train operated on the 
Missouri 


Pacific branch line. 


I covered the oil discovery at 


Norphlet, Ark., seven miles north 
of El Dorado, in May 1923, 
and 


recollect that I got back to El 
Dorado by hitching a ride on an 
oil tanker train. 


That was the situation generally 


in Arkansas in 1923 — no all-wea- 
ther roads in any of the counties 
except along the transcontinental 
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Planes Lash Red 


'*> trails such as the present route of 
U. S. 67. 


Yet today we are able to cover 


148 miles of country driving in 
part of an afternoon. 


For those who have 
known 


Arkansas' earlier years it is some- 
thing to say grace over. 


If the Korean war news over- 


whelms you with a feeling of gloom 
— the business of supplying and 
fighting a war thousands of miles 


.*,; away — remember that distance 


is a factor that works both ways. 


It makes our offense difficult, of 


course. 


But also, it is a bulwark of de- 


fense. 


Better 
a small fire in Korea 


than a conflagration at home. 


And, 
finally, distance in global 


war can only be "conquered by 
naval and air power. We control- 
the seas. We believe we control

If drafting 


anyone drafted under present law 
must serve 21 months. But sup- 
pose a man without military 
ex- 


perience enlists. How much time 
must he serve? 


In the army — minimum of 


three years; in the navy — a min- 
imum of four years; in the ma- 
rines — four years; in the air- 
force years. 


But what of veterans and mem- 


bers of the reserve — f they volun- 
bers of the reserve — if they volun- 
serve? Their period of enlistment 
varies according to the branch of 
the service they are in. 


If drafting starts, if will not be 


done by drawing numbers from a 
hat. Selective service headquar- 
ters here says draft boards

(A man classified 1A is consider-

.Use of wearing only white cloth- 
ing. This tradition began centurief 
ago, when people were required to 
don white garb 
as 
a 
sign of 


mourning for three years after a 
ruler died. Then three rulers died 
in succession' and the Koreans gol 
so in the habit of wearing 
white 


they've been doing it ever since. 
But now they prize American-style 
hats and coat jackets — worn over 
white robes. 


Koreans aren't particularly fond 


of that trading commodity GI Joe 
has found so useful in other lands 
—chewing gum. They 
pr e f e r 


ginseng tablets, which they 
be- 


lieve keep them healthy. 


If you call on them, they rarely 


offer you tea, as in Japan. They 
haul out tobacco. And they like a 
cool smoke. They use a pipe about 
a yard long. These pipes are par- 
ticularly convenient to 
the 
old 


men, who wear long white whis- 
kers. The pipes reduce the 
fiie 


hazard to grandp's beard. 


The Koreans don't hiss through 


their teeth when they smile — 
Japanese trait — and they laugh 
more like the Chinese. They 
love 


meat, vegetables, red p e p p e r , 
pickles, 
radishes 
and 
garlic. 


Butchers rate lowest in their so- 
cial scale, scholars rank highest. 


Boys used to wed at 11 or 
12, 


girls at 14 or 15. But the custom of 
child marriage is slowly dying out. 
The husband swears his oath be- 
fore a wooden wild goose he brings 
to the bride's home. Wh e n 
she 


goes to live with him in his par- 
ents' abode, she has to handle all 
the housecleaning c h o res. Her 
mother-in-law 
is 
the 
boss, and 


takes life easy from then on. 


Rich men have more 
troubles 


with their relatives than a Holly- 
wood producer. They must 
care 


for any impoverished member of 
the family, no matter how distant 
the kinship, and this often requires 
houses with 90 to 100 rooms.

But the number of rooms is re- 


stricted also by his rank. A com- 


moner can have up to 20. Mos 
peasant dwellings are one-story 
mud-walled buildings roofed witf 
thatch or tile and heated by smal 
pipes that spread from the hearth 
through the clay or stone floors 
The carpets are oil paper. 


The Korean religion is a 
mix 


ture of nature worship, buddhism 
and Confucianism. Both the devi 
they fear as a demon-god callec 
Tyansun. They put up w\o d e n 
images of him around the country 
side to appease his anger. 


They bury their dead in caskets 


and hire women mourners to cry 
out their grief. A death in the fam 
ily is announced by waving

His first Ac- 
tion, in siding with a fellow Is- 
raelite, and killing an Egyptian in 
what might have been a private 
quarrel, may have been an act ot 
impulsiveness and of poor strategy, 
for it compelled him to escape for 
his life. He discovered, too, that 
all Jews were not as loyal to their 
own people as himself. 


But that action in killing 
the 


Egyptian, however doubtful in it- 
self, left no doubt regarding Moses' 
capacity for action, and the com- 
pleteness of his devotion to 
the 


cause of his distressed and 
en- 


slaved people. 
An element in Moses, not always 


associated with greatness, 
but 


often a mark of greatness in men, 
was his modesty, his distrust in 
himself and in his own 
abilities, 


that led him to lean upon 
God, 


and that gave him strength only 
in the assurance that God 
was 


sending him to his task. 


What it all led to is well known 


— the achievement of Moses in 
freeing his people from bondage, 
and leading them through 
the 


troubled years of the wilderness. 
Those troubles were due mainly 
to the lack of faith, vision, and 
courage on the part of so many of 
the people.
